BIOGRAPHIES 


Theresa Rudolph is Assistant Principal Viola of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, and a member of 
the Santa Fe Opera Orchestra. Theresa began her orchestral career as the youngest member of the 
Detroit Symphony Orchestra at the age of 21. She has also performed with the Vancouver Symphony 
Orchestra and the Cleveland Orchestra. A passionate chamber musician, Theresa has performed 
throughout North America, appearing in festivals such as the Great Lakes and Santa Fe Chamber 
Music Festivals, Ottawa Chamberfest, and New Music Detroit. Frequently heard on series throughout 
Ontario, she performs regularly as a member of the TSO Chamber Soloists, and has been featured 
on CBC/Radio-Canada. Increasingly sought-after as a teacher, Theresa maintains a robust studio at 
the University of Toronto, and is the Viola Faculty of the Phil and Eli Taylor Academy at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music. She has been a guest clinician at the Universities of Montreal, Western 
Ontario, and Ottawa, and is the Viola Coach of the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra. Theresa 
holds a Bachelor of Music degree from the Cleveland Institute of Music (CIM), where she studied with 
Robert Vernon. While at CIM, she toured and recorded with the Musicians from Ravinia’s Steans 
Music Institute, was a prizewinner at the prestigious Fischoff Competition, and performed in Carnegie 
Hall. 


John Rudolph joined the Toronto Symphony Orchestra (TSO) in 1997. He was formerly Principal 
Percussion with the Vancouver Symphony Orchestra, the CBC Radio Orchestra and percussionist 
with the U.S. Air Force Band in Washington, D.C. John loves playing chamber music with his wife, 
Kathleen who plays flute, and daughter Theresa who is Assistant Principal Viola with the TSO. A 
dedicated teacher, John is on the faculty of the University of Toronto, the Royal Conservatory of 
Music and the National Youth Orchestra of Canada. John is a native of Philadelphia where he 
developed a love for the local sports teams that still endures. He started jogging to get in shape and 
running soon became a passion. John also likes to play tennis and golf, but keeping up with his three 
young grandchildren is his biggest challenge! To enhance his mental and physical fitness, John 
continues regular lessons in the Alexander Technique and sports psychology.
